The best feature of tbe railway policy 
of the Dominion Government is that 
wliich proposes to enlist llritisli nmti'r- 
ial aid in the con.strnctiou of th(i trans- 
continental roatl. Tkc building of 
the road would afford employment to 
Britain's suffering laborers and artisans, 
and the colonization of the country 
through which the llue would pass 
would he simultaneous with construc- 
tion. England would he relieved of 
lior superiluous and soiiiewliafc trou- 
blesome population, which she .must 
otherwise support as paupers, and for 
any guarantees she may give capitalists 
for the repayment of money loaned 
t'annda for road-buililing ])urpoBes, 100 
uiillion acres of j)ublic lauds anil all the 
minerals will be complete security. Tho 
scheme is a statesuianliko one, and as 
the construction of tho road will insure 
Great Britain tho siiortest route to lier 
Eastern pos.sessions, besides securing 
other advantages, it is likely to niott 
with the approval of tho British Gov- 
ernment and people. Considerable 
disappointment is felt by the public 
that no declaration of the route was 
made. It will bo satisfactory to uumy 
to know that the selection of Burrard 
Inlet as the terminus was premature, 
and that no route will be decided upon 
until after the Peace lUver country 
shall liave been explored. .Should that 
far northern route be found practicable, 
the work of consti-uetion cannot be 
conjuienced until expensive surveys 
shall ha\'e been made- - which -.viU con- 
sume at least another year; and it will 
require the whole of the present season 
to make an exploratory survey ai.d 
work out the results. Tt is our duty, 
therefore, to inform the public that if 
railway work is to bo commenced this 
.season the initial point M-ill be either 
at Esquimau or l-hnory's Bai-.

Tonililo Death of a Surffl&r. 

A young man named Robert Albert 
Johnson, 19 years of age, has met with 
a shocking death at Sheffield. Along 
with two other men he made an at- 
tena])t in the early morning to enter 
tho pawnbroker's shop of Mr. J. K. 
Fieldsend, Sheffield Park. Three at- 
tempts to break in were unsuccessful, 
and the deceased then decided to efl'ect 
an entranco by the chimney, and open 
the door to let in his comrades. The 
chimney-pot was removed, and tho 
young man descended about 30 feet. 
Then he came to a part where the 
chimney divides into two narrow sec- 
tions, one of which goes to a kitchen 
connected with Mr. Fieldsend's house, 
and the other to a bakehouse adjoining. 
The divergence was so sudden that tho 
young man was unable to get down, 
and on trying to return, he found that 
the chimney was too narrow to permit 
cf the ascent This was about three 
o'clock, and in this position ho remain- 
ed for about seven hours. At half-past 
six a fire was lighted in the kitchen, 
about six feet beneath him, and short- 
ly afterwards the bakehouse fire was in 
uU operation. The smoke almost suf- 
focated him, while the heat from the 
two fires almost roasted his lower ex- 
tremities. Ho was unable to cry for 
help, and was only disco* ered about 
ten o'clock by liis groans being acci- 
dentally heard in a room adjoining the 
chimney. A portion of tho chimney 
wall was pulled down, and ho 
was with difficulty extricated, but just 
as he wiis got out he died. His mouth 
was full of soot, and his body, which 
was identified shortly afterwards, ter- 
ribly swollen. He was not known to 
tho ])olice.
